Convicted murderer to receive evidentiary hearing in February

An Estill County man 
convicted of killing a Clay 
City man will be given an 
evidentiary hearing. 

That was decided in 
the Powell Circuit Court 
last Wednesday. Stewart 
Johnson was in the court 
room after the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals ruled 
that his argument about 
ineffective counsel may 
have some merit and 
ordered an evidentiary 
hearing. 

Johnson was convict¬ 
ed in July 2007 of the 
murder of Jerry Wayne 
Dotson. The two men had 
allegedly had an argu¬ 
ment when Johnson shot 
Dotson several times in 
Dotson’s outbuilding at 
his home on Snow Creek 
Road. That happened on 
May 12, 2005. 

Johnson claimed it was 
self defense, but a Powell 


County jury disagreed. 

The appeals court ruled 
that since Johnson’s 
defense attorney, John 
Cornett, did not object to 
or try to submit lesser 
included offenses instruc¬ 
tions to the jury during 
the trial, that it was pos¬ 
sible that the represen¬ 
tation was indeed inef¬ 
fective. The court ruled 
that there should be a 
hearing to determine if 
“the instructions were 
declined as part of a rea¬ 
sonable trial strategy.” 

Powell Circuit Judge 
Frank Fletcher point¬ 
ed out during the pro¬ 
ceedings last week that 
Johnson’s counsel at his 
trial had over 20 years 
experience and that the 
state supreme court had 
confirmed his conviction 
in 2008. However, the 
appeals court ruled that 
Johnson’s argument that 
his counsel did not seek 
to have instructions for 
lesser offenses given to 


the jury during the origi¬ 
nal trial. 

Fletcher asked 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald if he could 
remember what John’s 
defense was in the trial. 
Herald stated he believed 
it was a self defense claim. 


Herald explained that 
Johnson claimed that 
Dotson struck him and 
that he allegedly feared 
for his life. 

“There has never been 
any question about 
Johnson shooting the vic¬ 
tim,” herald said. “He told 


police he did and gave 
them the gun he said 
he used. But he claimed 
he was trying to protect 
himself, if I recall cor¬ 
rectly.” 

Fletcher asked if there 
were any discussions 
about a self defense 
instruction. Herald said 
he thought there was, 
but that he would have 
to look at the files again 
to make sure. 

“A lesser offense 
instruction would have 
dealt with manslaugh¬ 
ter or reckless homicide,” 
Fletcher said. The judge 
also recalled that he had 
asked Cornett if there 
were any other instruc¬ 
tions that needed to be 
given to the jury and that 
the attorney replied he 
no. 

Herald told the court 
that he believed that that 
decision by Cornett was 
the defense strategy they 
choose to use. It is that 
question that the court 


wants to find an answer 
to. 

Johnson was also ask¬ 
ing for an attorney to be 
appointed to him, as a 
large contingent of family 
and friends sat quietly in 
the gallery. The Dotson 
family was also on hand. 

Fletcher asked Johnson 
how he was able to file 
the type of paper work 
he had in the case, noting 
that the memorandums 
were impressive. 

“I had some help. I gave 
the information to a fel¬ 
low and he helped write 
it up,” Johnson answered. 
“Was that an attorney,” 
Fletcher asked. “No sir, 
an inmate,” Johnson 
replied. 

Fletcher then stated he 
would have to see if he 
could appoint an attor¬ 
ney. “I believe that you

We will review the first six months of the year this 
week and finish up next week. 

January 

Gas Line Explosion 

Though it happened in Estill County, the sights and 
sounds were also part of the experience for Powell 
County. On Jan. 2 a natural gas pipeline belonging to 
Columbia Gas ruptured near the Estill-Clark County 
line on Highway 89. The glow could be seen for miles, 
including all over Powell County and as far away as 
Lexington and Scott County by some reports. Powell 
County fire crews were sent to the area to offer assis¬ 
tance. No one was hurt and there was no serious dam¬ 
age to structures as the blast happened in an open 
field. 


Escapees Caught 

Two men who escaped through the roof of the 
Powell County detention center and then stole a car 
in late December (2011) were captured as they slept 
in the stolen car at a gas station in Tennessee.

T. Wells were arrested in Dixon, Tennessee on Jan. 
2 after workers at a gas station called police about 
a suspicious vehicle. The two men were returned to 
Powell County and have since been sentenced for 
their escape charges. They were also being held on 
several burglary charges. 

Clerk pleads guilty 

Everyone can have their day in court if needed. And 
the law is the same for everyone. That goes for Powell 
County Clerk Rhonda Allen Barnett too. Barnett was 
charged with alcohol intoxication after showing up to 
the Powell County Detention Center to allegedly bond 
out a friend. When officers arrived at the jail Barnett 
was reportedly unstable on her feet and failed field 
sobriety tests. A portable breathalyzer test indicted 
her alcohol level was .132. Barnett reportedly told 
officers she was sorry to put them in such a situation 
She was taken into custody, sent to the Montgomery 
County Regional Detention center and released a 
couple of hours later. 

She pleaded guilty to the charge and will complete 
that in writing. Following the incident Barnett issued 
a statement to the Times. “I apologize to anyone I 
have offended and I would appreciate your prayers 
and support,” she stated.

Council wraps up loose ends before year ends

The Clay City Council meeting last 
week was quick and very subdued. With 
only four members of the council at the 
meeting, Mayor Jimmy Caudill moved 
through the agenda rather smoothly. 

The council members who were there 
were sworn in by Clay City Attorney 
Scott Graham. Bobby Carmichael, 
William “Bill” Knox, Al Campbell and 
Ralph Patrick all took the familiar oath 
of office. It is the same oath that has 
been used since 1891 in Kentucky, and 
no one apparently had taken part in 
any duels. 

Councilman Garland Lacy was not 
present as he was portraying St. Nick 
at a Christmas function and Kenny Rice 
was absent celebrating his daughter's 
birthday. 

The council approved the minutes 
from their November meetings and the 
financial statements for November as 
well. They also approved for a few 
adjustments to be made to some water 
customer's bills. 

Caudill brought the council up to 
speed on the Red River Wastewater 
Authority project. Caudill told the coun¬ 
cil that the sewer lines had been pres¬ 
sured tested. He also said that progress 
was moving “right along” at the plant in 
Stanton. 

The council discussed making 
Kenneth “Goat” Rice a permanent 
employee of the city. Rice is currently a 
part-time seasonal employee. He helps 
with the city parks and even assists 
the water department. “He checks the 
readings and the pump stations every 
third weekend which fives our people a 
weekend off,” Caudill explained. 

Rice also uses inmates to help with 
clean up projects and even in helping 
to put up the Christmas decorations 
around the city's building. 

Graham advised that it may be bet¬ 
ter to wait until Rice and the other 
council members were there to dis¬ 


cuss the proposal. Currently Rice can 
work 100 hours per month, during that 
nine month seasonal time frame before 
retirement would have to be paid in for 
him. City clerk Stacey Curtis advised 
the council that he gets close to that 
most months, if not more. 

The council also addressed a complaint 
about collecting money at the intersec¬ 
tion of Highway 11 and Highway 15 at 
the traffic light. Councilman Patrick 
said he was approached by a represen¬ 
tative of the American Legion who said 
that the mayor would not allow them to 
collect money at the intersection. “That 
doesn't sound right,” Patrick said. 

“What it was, the person called me 
and asked if they could do it and I told 
them that they are supposed to come 
before you (the council) and ask. He 
said he wasn't able to make the meet¬ 
ing,” Caudill stated. “He got really upset 
on the phone.” 

Graham reminded the council that on 
their own they could not approve such a 
request, not even the mayor. Instead the 
council has to approve it. 

“It (approval) is more for the purpose 
of knowing who is down there and 
when,” Graham said. “Not that this 
person would have, but we have had 
groups come in and do it without per¬ 
mission and we don't know what they 
are doing.” 

'We usually tell them they can, but 
they need to come here and ask first,” 
Caudill said. T can't just do it on my 
own, I'm not allowed. The council has 
to approve it. We rarely tell someone 
we know and if its for a good cause 
that they can't. If they just come in and 
ask.” 

The council then went into a 20 min¬ 
ute closed session to discuss potential 
purchasing some property. There was 
no indication of where that property 
may be located. No action was taken on 
that matter. 

The next meeting is set for Jan. 24

The death of innocence

The recent tragedy in 
Newtown, Conn., is one 
of unspeakable horror. 
The most recent in what 
appears to be an alarm¬ 
ing trend of mass mur¬ 
ders in America is, in my 
mind, the most gruesome 
- most significantly due 
to the tender ages of the 
victims. 

Since the Columbine 
massacre in 1999, little 
has been done to secure 
the safety of our children. 
Metal detectors, security 
cameras and resource 
officers in schools offer 
little protection against 


one determined to com¬ 
mit a heinous act. Neither 
will gun control or tough¬ 
er sentencing serve as a 
deterrent to those filled 
with evil intent. We’ve 
put a Band Aid on the 
problem rather than 
treat the underlying ill¬ 
ness behind the carnage 
of our people. 

I grew up in the 1950’s 
and ’60’s, when acts of 
violence in rural America 
were a rarity. But vio¬ 
lence is only a symptom 
of a much deeper-rooted 
problem: for decades, our 
country has been in a 
state of extreme moral 
decay. 

We have become a 
nation of self-centered, 
ego-driven, rude, arro¬ 
gant, self-righteous people 
who have lost all regard 
for our fellow Americans. 
We are a nation where 
power, greed and ego take 
precedence over decency, 
compassion and kindness. 
We have turned away 
from our religious roots 
and chosen to live life 
on our own terms. Some 
find God offensive - His 
Commandments obsolete 


and irrelevant in a mod¬ 
ern-day world. “Love your 
God; love your neighbor 
as yourself; do not kill.” 
Totally archaic. 

We continually violate 
His laws and are shocked 
when horrific events 
occur. That’s akin to 
exceeding the speed limit, 
then being surprised 
when issued a citation. 
Laws are created for a 
reason and God’s Laws 
are absolute.

must earn our respect 
and even then, we choose 
who receives this honor. 

We have devalued 
human life and therein 
lies the root of evil in this 
world. We are all God’s 
sacred children, scarred 
and struggling, but no 
less precious in His eyes. 
Who among us was given 
authority to redefine 
another’s worth? 

The massacre in 
Columbine, the slaughter 
of 32 at Virginia Tech, 
the recent mass murders 
in a movie theater and 
mall haven’t been enough 
to wake this country up. 
Will the bloodied bodies 
of 20 precious babies and 
the heroes who gave their 
lives protecting them be 
the pivotal moment that 
reminds us to have rever¬ 
ence for all human life? 

We don’t need to fear 
the “fiscal cliff”. We 
plunged off the “spiritu¬ 
al cliff” decades ago. It 
is not our government’s 
responsibility to fix what 
is broken within each of 


us. Each individual must 
commit to resuming a life 
of high moral integrity. 

The keys to preventing 
more bloodshed in this 
country are a return to

Guest Column: County settling business before year ends

The monthly meeting of 
the Powell County Fiscal 
Court was held on Dec. 
11. All members of the 
court were in attendance. 
The agenda was relative¬ 
ly short but the meeting 
was fairly long as several 
of the items on the agen¬ 
da took some time. 

The first item to come 
up on the agenda was 
under old business and 
was in regards to the City 
of Stanton’s request for 
funds for the officer they 
have in conjunction with 
the State Police. The 
court was made aware 
that I had spoken with 
Mayor Allen and obtained 
some of the information 
we were looking for to 
help us make a sound 
decision. No action was 
taken as we are still look¬ 
ing at additional informa¬ 
tion. 

The new business start¬ 
ed off with the issue of 
Sand Lick Roads. This is 
an issue that I have been 
actively working on for 
the last several months 
and feel is deeply impor¬ 
tant for the economic 
wellbeing of our commu¬ 
nity. The United States 
Forest Service is looking 
into potentially closing 
this corridor to motorized 
vehicles. 


I feel that this would 
not be in the best inter¬ 
est of our County to have 
happen. In an effort to 
prevent this I have sub¬ 
mitted several letters 
against this closure, meet 
with Forest Service offi¬ 
cials, spoken with offi¬ 
cials at county, state and 
national level as well as 
tour the area. In this 
struggle to keep this trail 
system open I have had 
the opportunity to work 
with several individuals 
who are as committed to 
this cause as myself. 

Two of these individu¬ 
als are Anthony Foster 
and Jeff Dozier. It is 
through the former that I 
had the privilege to meet 
Mr. Dozier. I had asked 
Mr. Dozier if he would be 
willing to come present 
his wealth of information 
and knowledge to the fis¬ 
cal court on the matter 
and he graciously agreed. 

Mr. Dozier presented 
all those present with the 
history of the area, the 
current use of the area. 
He also gave the court 
a briefing on what the 
Forest Service’s current 
proposal consisted of and 
how if it was not amended 
to incorporate motorized 
vehicle use it could have 
dire consequences to cur¬ 
rent and future economic 
growth for our County. 

Mr. Dozier also pro¬ 
vided examples of how 
successful these trail sys¬ 
tems can be to local and 


state economies, one of 
the examples he present¬ 
ed was a study conducted 
by Marshall University 
on the Hatfield-McCoy 
trail system and what it 
has meant to that area. 
Another very tangible 
example was the number 
of people that came with 
Mr. Dozier to show their 
support for this cause 
and their love for what 
our county has to offer. 
There were people from 
at least three different 
states and many of them 
shared their apprecia¬ 
tion for our area and how 
the ability to ride these 
trails had been what had 
brought them to the area. 
Some of these individuals 
had even purchased prop¬ 
erty here as a result. 

After hearing from Mr. 
Dozier and asking what 
we could do to, the court 
agreed to pursue a reso¬ 
lution to support keeping 
the trail system open. 

An amendment to 
the Powell County Jails 
Policy Procedure Manual 
was the next item to come 
before the court. This 
amendment to the manu¬ 
al was to improve the jails 
fire evacuation plan. The 
need for this change had 
come from a recent jail 
inspection from the state. 
This was just a small 
adjustment to the previ¬ 
ous policy. The inspection 
went very well and only 
minor issues such as this 
one were found, thanks 


to jailer Travis Crabtree 
and his staff for mak¬ 
ing these inspections so 
clean. 

A right of way issue 
was the next agenda 
item. I had been noti¬ 
fied by a citizen who said 
we had damaged some 
landscape while mowing 
road right of ways. After 
looking into the matter 
it was determined that 
a few plants had indeed 
been damaged. The 
Court approved to pay for 
the damage using a quote 
from a landscape profes¬ 
sional as our base. 

The court was present¬ 
ed a copy of the Tourism 
Commission’s audit which 
had been completed by 
White & Associates, PSC. 
No action was required 
on this matter. 

The fifth item of busi¬ 
ness to come to the table 
was amendment's to 
the county policy proce¬ 
dure manual. Mr. King 
advised that we would 
need a second reading to 
make the changes as it 
had been accepted as an 
ordinance. The court will 
publish the changes and 
then take a second read¬ 
ing at the next monthly 
meeting. 

An appointment to 
the Bluegrass Area 
Development District was 
brought up next. The 
court was made aware 
that Mayor Allen and I 
had agreed to re-nomi- 
nate Josie Hollon to the 
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board as it was a joint 
appointment and that 
Mrs. Hollon had agreed 
to continue to serve. 

Last item to come up 
under new business was 
the request of Clay City 
Fire Chief Nathan Hall 
to pursue the possibility 
of trading in some of their 
older equipment to obtain 
more needed equipment. 
Mr. Hall was making sure 
that the Court would be 
alright with it as the titles 
to the equipment were 
in both Clay City and 
Powell County’s name. 
The court was fine with 
Mr. Hall exploring this as 
a possibility. 

At the end the meet¬ 
ing, there were four items 
to come up under other. 
They were an emergency 
bridge repair, road, Powell 
County Emergency 
Operation Plan, and 
personal use of a county 
vehicle. The bridge was 
handled by awarding the 
low bidder Barry Ewen 


the contract to repair the 
Boone Creek Bridge. 

The road issue was 
resolved by voting to 
amend the policy to 
pave the road, which has 
required vast amounts 
of maintenance to keep 
passable. 

Mike Sparks has com¬ 
pleted the Powell County 
Emergency Operation 
Plan that was due by the 
first of year and submit¬ 
ted it to the court. 

Next, the court was 
made aware that I had 
been contacted by several 
citizens about a county 
vehicle being used for 
personal use. Upon look¬ 
ing into it I had confirmed 
what I had been told. 
Sheriff Danny Rogers 
was at the meeting and 
was questioned about it, 
as it was someone in his 
department. Mr. Rogers 
told the court he would 
take care of it.

Fiscal Court starts 
year off rocky 

The Powell County 
Fiscal Court members had 
a little standoff of sorts 
as the New Year began. 
Newly elected county 
judge James Anderson 
decided to replace two 
members of the Powell 
County Industrial Board 
as their terms expired. He 
replaced Darrell Billings 
and Cody Ginn with 
Brian Billings and John 
Skidmore. However mag¬ 
istrates wanted to know 
why Billings, a long time 
member of the board, was 
being replaced. Anderson 
cited his election stance 
to bring jobs in and the 
chance to make things 
“more fair and diverse.” 
But the vote he was ask¬ 
ing for approval ended in 
a tie. Magistrates Ricky 
Creed, Donna Gabbard 
and Eck Snowden 
were against it and 
Magistrates John Barker 
and Myers Arnett agreed 
with Anderson. After a 
few days of legal wran¬ 
gling, Anderson used the 


statutes to show where 
he actually had final say 
and that a vote was just 
a formality. At a special 
meeting a few days later 
he made the appoint¬ 
ments official. 

Court cases looming 

Former business own¬ 
ers made the news as 
part of court dockets 
in 2012. Former owner 
of Universal Fitness, 
Woodie Sons , and his 
attorney filed motions to 
find out more about pros¬ 
ecution witness Bobby 
Brewer, an inmate who 
had been housed with 
Sons at Three Forks 
Correctional Center. Sons 
trial for the Dec. 14, 2010 
brutal murder of Charles 
Maggard was set to begin 
in February. Also for¬ 
mer owners of Stanton 
Florist, Ralph and 
Carolyn Robinson, were 
arrested after a drug bust 
on their home. Police said 
an informant along with 
tape evidence led them 
to the home. They report¬ 
edly found over 600 pills 
and over $55,000 cash 
in the home. Both pled 
guilty later in the year. 
She was sentenced to five 
years, but will serve six 
months have the rest pro¬ 
bated. He was sentenced 
to 12 months but was 
conditionally discharged 
for two years.

Center, was found not 
guilty by a Powell County 
jury in mid February. 
Sons had been accused 
in the brutal beating 
and stabbing death of 
Maggard. 

Maggard's body was 
discovered by his mother, 
Carol Maggard on the 
morning of Dec. 14, 2010. 
Sons was also charged 
with first degree rob¬ 
bery. 

Despite the police hav¬ 
ing an alleged eyewit¬ 
ness, the jury believed 
the defense's theory of too 
many doubts in the case. 
The defense was able to

I became part of this 
family around 1985. I 
was a young 21 yr. old 
who had just started 
working at the Clay City 
Times. I knew Lorna 
because she was my high 
school teacher and I was 
acquainted with Ann at 
the loan company but I 
never felt “adopted” until 
this time of my life. From 
that time till this past 
Thursday (Sept. 20), I 
made so many wonder¬ 
ful memories with this 
family. 

As most of you know, 
Marjorie taught first 
grade at Clay City 
Elementary for 31 years. 
She loved the children 
and they loved her too. 
Being a teacher was a 
big accomplishment in 
her life and she always 
remembered the student's 
names. Not just as young 
children, but after they 
were grown too. 

Of course one of her 
favorite students was 
Rhonda Allen Barnett. 


Rhonda didn't mind first 
grade... the first day... 
but after that, she didn't 
want to go back. So after 
she realized she HAD 
to, she cried and cried 
for three straight weeks. 
Sometimes she kicked 
and screamed as her mom 
pulled her into the school 
building. 

One day she asked Mrs. 
Mastin if she could go to 
the restroom and she let 
her go. Well, they caught 
Rhonda at the old green 
bridge on her way to 
Black Creek on her way 
home to her Mommy! It 
was then Marjorie told 
her that “she would be 
her Mommy during the 
day and her Mommy 
would be home to be her 
Mommy at night”. That 
satisfied Rhonda and she 
never cried anymore. 

It was after Marjorie 
retired from teaching that 
she decided she wanted 
to learn to drive. Until 
then, she had always rode 
with Cleo everywhere. 
Well who would be brave 
enough to teach her? 
Well, certainly not Cleo. 
Finally, Wayne agreed to 
teach her and in the per¬ 
fect place: at the drive-in! 
Well after much practice, 
she did get her drivers 
license which she was so 
proud of. 

It wasn't long after 
she got her license that 
I started spending more 
time at her house. One 
day she asked me to go 
with her to take her cat 
to the vet in Stanton. 
Well of course I said okay. 


So we loaded into her 
little blue Chevette and 
off we went...her behind 
the wheel and me holding 
the cat. It was a long ride 
to Stanton...her being a 
new driver and all...we 
went about 30 miles an 
hour. 

Well the cat done fairly 
well going...but after his 
treatment at the vet, the 
trip home wasn't as easy. 

As we were coming 
around Turkey Knob, he 
wanted out of my lap. I 
tried to hold on to him but 
I finally gave in...after he 
scratched me! He leaped 
across Marjorie's lap and 
looked out the driver side 
window. I just prayed that 
we would make it to Clay 
City safely...and we did. 

We told Cleo about our 
adventure and he said 
“why in the world didn’t 
you let him drive!?” So 
from then on, I did. 

She fixed me many 
lunches during my years 
at the Clay City Times. 
She would call and tell 
me she had soup beans 
or vegetable soup and for 
me to stop by. I always 
enjoyed her cooking as 
well as the talks we had. 

I also started going 
shopping with her every 
Sat afternoon, along with 
Ann and Lorna. We would 
either go to Mt Sterling 
or Winchester. 

Marjorie and I didn’t 
usually buy much; we 
just like to go along for 
the ride. I remember one 
time in particular we 
went to Winchester, to 
Watson's and Big Lots. 



We went in Marjorie's 
new car, a Chrysler New 
Yorker. After about an 
hour, she would usually 
go sit in the car and wait 
on the rest of us. When 
Ann and I got in the car 
she started laughing. 

She told us she came 
out and got in the wrong 
car! There was a car 
identical to hers sitting 
close by. She got in it and 
sat there about 10 min¬ 
utes until she realized it 
wasn't her car. We all got 
a good laugh out of that. 

She loved going to the 
drive-in. Her and Cleo 
would go every night and 
many times they would 
stop by my house and pick 
me up too. She enjoyed 
talking to people as they 
came thru the concession 
stand. It would always 
amaze me how she could 
add up a person's order 
in her head and it was 
always right. Of course 
Lorna always did the 
same thing. 

Every Sunday after¬ 
noon, she and Cleo would 
ride upon the creek. They 


would stop at Vaughns 
Mill Cemetery where she 
would put fresh flowers on 
the graves of her mother 
and daddy and her baby, 
Haroldean. Then they 
would stop at Wayne and 
Ann's and visit awhile, 
then go up to Lorna and 
David's before making 
their way back home. She 
loved being around her 
family. 

I will always remember 
all the holiday dinners 
we shared. We always 
had our Thanksgiving 
meals at Bruen's or Clay 
City Restaurant. 

On Christmas Eve, 
we usually gathered at 
Lorna's or Kandi's to 
eat and exchange gifts. 
Marjorie was always the 
“life of the party” and 
especially when she saw 
a video camera in use. 

She would either dance 
or do something to enter¬ 
tain us. I'll also remem¬ 
ber going with her to the 
Senior Citizens Center on 
Halloween. She had her 
own “clown” costume and 
she would dress up and go 
there and pass out treats 
to all those in attendance. 
The seniors loved it which 
made Marjorie so happy. 

Marjorie loved her fam¬ 
ily. She was blessed with 
2 daughters who saw to 
her every need...especial¬ 
ly in the last 11 years 
since Cleo passed away. 

Ann went every day 
and took her to Bruen's or 
the Clay City Restaurant 
for a late lunch. She said 
that way she knew she 
was eating at least one 


good meal a day. She also 
took her riding around 
Clay City or Stanton and 
she enjoyed that. 

Marjorie loved her 
grandchildren and was 
so proud of their accom¬ 
plishments. She adored 
her great-grandchildren 
too...and anytime one of 
their names was men¬ 
tioned, she was quick to 
brag on them and say 
“they are so smart”. Of 
course, Dakara, her only 
great-granddaughter, 
was “something else” she 
would say. Calvin, C.W.'s 
son, went to visit her a 
couple weeks ago...she 
had been wanting to see 
him. When he walked in, 
Wayne said she “livened 
right up” and said “Well 
Calvin!”. 

I do believe my life has 
been blessed by knowing 
this wonderful lady. She 
treated me just like fam¬ 
ily and I knew she loved 
me too. She not only told 
me but she showed me.

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Now that Chrismas is over what do we do with the tree and poinsettia?

The long awaited peri¬ 
od we enjoy a Christmas 
is now over. We have 
stuffed ourselves over 
and over again with too 
much of the wrong type 
of food. We have visited 
and called and caroled 
people we haven't seen 
in quite some time and 
now most of us are ready 
to settle in for the long 
winter's nap we've only 
read about in a popular 
Christmas story. 

Now comes the ques¬ 
tions regarding what to 
do with all the holiday 
decorations which have 
seemed to grow since 
you brought them out of 
the attic or garage on 
Thanksgiving. 

First, what do we do 


fish next spring. 

You may also want to 
take your tree outside 
and throw it back in a 
fencerow or brush pile for 
wildlife. The needles of 
white and scotch pine will 
still stay on for a while 
and will serve as cover 
sites for small animals 
and birds for the winter. 
Many towns and cities 
now offer chipping ser¬ 
vices for old Christmas 
trees where the trees can 
be chipped and the mulch 
of these trees can be used 
for landscaping or garden 
mulch. 

Regardless of what you 
do, try to place it back 
into the environment. If 
possible, avoid filling up 
the landfills with holiday 
trees. 

If you had a live tree 
inside your home this 
year, make sure to get the 
tree planted ASAP! Live 
trees should be indoors 
no more than a week and 
even with that, depending 
on the weather, getting 
the tree to live out in the 
landscape can be a tricky 
endeavor. Hopefully, with 
careful planting, you'll be 
able to enjoy your 2012 
Christmas tree for many

Enjoy your Amaryllis 

Maybe you were lucky 
enough to receive an 
amaryllis for Christmas. 
This plant is a welcome 
sight in any home come 
the end of January. The 
amaryllis bulb should be 
planted in a pot in com¬ 
mercial potting soil, with 
half of the bulb exposed. 
Keep your bulb in a loca¬ 
tion inside your home 
with temperatures in the 
70's and the plant will 
also need sunlight. The 
bloom stalk will emerge 
first and once the flow¬ 
ers begin to open, they 
can last up to two weeks. 
Keep the bulb moist while 
you have it indoors, but 
not soggy as wet soil can 
cause the bulb to rot. It is 
recommended to fertilize 
the plant once a month 
using a liquid houseplant 
fertilizer. 

Once the flowers have 
faded, the plant can be 
kept for many years to 
come. Don't throw it 
away, keep the plant on 
the porch for the summer, 
cut the foliage back next 
fall and hope for new 
blooms again next fall. I 


with the Christmas 
tree? Many of us have 
had our tree up since the 
Thanksgiving weekend so 
getting the tree out this 
week is a must. If you 
had a cut tree, the needles 
are beginning to drop. We 
don't need thousands of 
Christmas trees filling up 
the landfills, so consider 
other options rather than 
taking it to the dump. 
For years, avid fishermen 
have encouraged the use 
of old Christmas trees in 
lakes and ponds. Old cut 
trees that fall to the bot¬ 
tom of the lake will make 
excellent nesting sites for 


years to come. 

What About the 
Poinsettia? 

Many of us had poinset- 
tias in our home during 
the holidays. Some were 
losing their leaves the 
week after we brought 
them home, many oth¬ 
ers still look good and 
we really hate to throw 
them out. Poinsettias 
can be kept over from 
year to year with some 
success but they are 
very time intensive and 
must have a light/dark 
period for 6 weeks start¬ 
ing in September for 


best results. Keeping a 
poinsettia over is not for 
someone with a brown 
thumb, but we have a 
poinsettia schedule avail¬ 
able at the Powell County 
Extension Office that we 
would be happy to share 
if you're willing to take 
the challenge. 

What about the leaves 
that keep falling off? 
Contrary to popular 
belief, poinsettias are 
not considered poison¬ 
ous. Research at several 
Universities has shown 
that poinsettia foliage 
is not toxic. In fact, one 


source indicated that a 50 
pound child would have to 
ingest over a pound (500 
leaves), to become sick. 
Rest assured the poinset¬ 
tia is probably the most 
widely tested plant in the 
commercial trade. 

Even though they are 
considered non-toxic, 
they are considered non¬ 
edible. You don't want 
Johnny to eat them for 
breakfast! Some individ¬ 
uals may be extra-sen¬ 
sitive to the milky sap 
that is excreted from the 
plant. 

People who may ingest 


a poinsettia leaf may 
experience some stomach 
discomfort due to this 
substance, and if your 
cat eats a leaf or two he 
would choke on the fiber 
of the leaf before the toxic 
properties of the plant 
would bother him. 

Poinsettias are wonder¬ 
ful plants and can be 
kept for several weeks 
after Christmas, but if 
you're tired of the holiday 
colors and want to get 
back to the old routine, 
throw the plant out back 
on the garden or compost 
pile and let it snow, let it 


actually have an amaryl¬ 
lis plant that is at least 
75 years old. The color 
has changed somewhat 
over the years, but the 
surprise of a new plant is 
still there each fall.

put back to work 

In March it was just a 
rumor that Powell County 
Ambulance Director 
Eddie Barnes was going 
to be fired.

The “it” that Fortney 
speaks about is flying. 
C.W. Fortney loved to fly 
aircrafts. When he was 
a young man, even as a 
child, he loved to watch 
planes and had a keen 
interest in flying.

That and his wife, 
Sarah. Then there was 
his son, Calvin James 
Fortney. 

Fortney worked hard to 
fulfill his dream of being 
a commercial pilot. He 
worked his way up to 
being a first-officer for 
Air Tran Airline. He over¬ 
came all the hard work 
and having to learn about 
each aircraft he was cer¬ 
tified to operate. He even 
overcame the loss of his 
job right after 9/11 when 
airlines had to cut back. 


But he regrouped and 
enjoyed flying. 

“He got to do what he 
liked/ Wayne Fortney 
recalled. “He didn’t make 
captain, but a first officer 
is like a captain. They fly 
the aircraft too and being 
a captain was the next 
step.” 

Unfortunately, C.W. 
never got to be captain. 
He boarded a plane in 
Lexington early on 
Aug. 27, 2006 bound for 
Atlanta. He was to catch 
up to his flight that he 
would be a crew member 
on for ATA later that day. 
But the flight he was tak¬ 
ing was Comair Flight 
5191. The jet taxied and 
took off from the wrong 
runway in the pre-dawn 
hours and crashed. Forty- 
nine of the 50 people on 
board perished. Only the 
first officer, Jim Polheinke 
survived. C.W. was just a 
few days short of turning

DUI Murder suspect 
tests results are back 

The man police say was 
under the influence of 
drugs when he caused a 
fatal wreck was arraigned 
in Powell Circuit Court in 
late March. According to 
court records more than 
one medication was found 
in Brian P. Epperson’s 
blood system. 

Epperson, 31, of Clay 
City, pleaded not guilty 
to the charges of murder, 
DUI and assault when he 
appeared before Powell 
Circuit Judge Frank 
Fletcher. Court records 
indicated that the blood 
test results had been 
returned. The results 
showed that Xanax, meth¬ 
adone and oxycodone 
were found in Epperson’s 
system. Epperson had 
told officers at the scene 
of the accident that he 
had taken Xanax before 
the wreck and that he 
had a prescription for it. 
However, in court last 
week it was noted that 
there was no evidence 
that Epperson had a pre¬ 
scription for methadone 
or oxycodone. 

The Powell Grand 
Jury indicted Epperson 
for murder, DUI and 
assault fourth degree. 
Epperson was driving his 
Ford F-150 northbound 
on Hardwick’s Creek 
Road toward Clay City 
on Nov. 13, 2011 when 
he allegedly crossed the 
centerline after com¬ 
ing through a curve and 
struck a Chevrolet S-10 
driven by Donald Tharpe 
head-on. The impact of 
the crash killed Tharpe, 
65, of Clay City, instantly 
and injured his passen¬ 
ger, Constance Puckett. 

April 

State audit still 
finds deficit 

The state’s audit of 
the Powell County Fiscal 
Court has been released 
for the fiscal year that 
ended June 30, 2011. 
According to the find¬ 
ings the county’s jail and 
general fund had a defi¬ 
cit of over $434,000. It 
was also noted, among 
the 10 items the auditor’s 
remarked about, that the 
county’s payroll revolving 
account had a deficit of 
$22,230. 

The reports, issued in 
early April, stated that 
the court had transferred 
restricted money from 
the road and local gov¬ 
ernment economic agen¬ 
cy (LGEA) funds to the 
jail and ambulance fund. 
The report indicated 
that listed as of July 1, 
2010 $253,028 from the 
road fund and $200,000 
from the LGEA fund was 
transferred to the jail’s 
fund. Later in the fiscal 
year $57,671 was taken 
from the LGEA fund and 


Anderson told the Times. 
“I have worked feverishly 
at this and have tried 
to work with the direc¬ 
tor. However, either he 
(Barnes) was unwilling 
or unable and failed to 
this task.” 

However, when it 
came to vote this time 
the tie could not be bro¬ 
ken by Anderson. At he 
next meeting and follow¬ 
ing a huge crowd who 
spoke their minds, the 
court went into a two 
hour closed session. Then 
they went back into open 
session to cast their 
vote. Magistrates John 
Barker, Eck Snowden 
and Anderson voted to 
dismiss Barnes, while 
magistrates Ricky Creed, 
Donna Gabbard and 
Myers Arnett voted no. 
They offered Barnes a 
chance to come back to 
work on a 90 day proba¬ 
tion and he referred it 
to his attorney. Because 
there was no decisive vote 
to dismiss and the county 
judge cannot break a tie 
vote that deals with per¬ 
sonnel actions, the coun¬ 
ty had to allow Barnes to 
continue to work with no 
real restrictions. 

But this saga was just 
beginning.

This time of year, espe¬ 
cially, sugar-filled treats 
are all around. Instead 
of having treats one in 
a while they are becom¬ 
ing and everyday need. 
Limit the amount of foods 
and drinks with added 
sugar to special events. 
If you don’t buy them, 
you won’t get them very 
often. 

Sweet treats and sug¬ 
ary drinks have a lot of 
calories, but few nutri¬ 
ents. Most added sugars 
come from sodas, sports 
drinks, energy drinks, 
juice drinks, cakes, cook¬ 
ies, ice cream, candy and 
other desserts. 

We have become a very 
“sweet” nation. Sweets 
are around each corner 
and are staring at us 
all the time. We all will 
be better off if we try to 
limit the amount of sugar 
we eat and drink. 


We should also do 
what we can to limit the 
amount of sugar eaten 
by our children. Make 
sure the juice you offer 
is 100 percent juice and 
not filled with sugar. The 
Nutrition Facts will tell 
you if it is 100 percent 
juice. 

Sugar by any other 
name is still sugar. When 
reading food labels, check 
for added sugars, which 
can be pointed out by the 
following names, brown 
sugar, corn sweetener, 
fructose, honey, lactose, 
maltose, raw sugar, corn 
syrup, dextrose, glucose, 
malt syrup, molasses and 
sucrose. If a product has 
any of these names list¬ 
ed as the first or second 
ingredient, you can bet it 
is likely high in sugar. 


Try these tips to reduce 
sugar in your diet. 

• Try using one or one- 
half packet of artificial 
sweetener sprinkled over 
fruit or cereal instead of 
added sugar. 

• Choose canned fruits 
that are packed in light 
syrup or juice, instead of 
those packed in heavy 
syrup. 

• Try replacing sugar 
with a heat-stable artifi¬ 
cial sweetener in recipes. 

• Choose fresh, natu¬ 
rally sweet fruit over 
cookies and cakes for 
snack.

On one occa¬ 
sion, we were visiting mutual friends 
in Georgetown. All of those present 
had one thing in common: None of us 
had children. Sometime couples with 
no children find holidays a bit lonely. 
As we discussed this, Dr. Fossett told 
us of their way of spending the New 
Year holiday. 

While alone on New Year’s Day 
many years ago, he and Helen began 
to think of persons who had meant 
much to them. As they remembered 
their friends, notes were written to 


those friends expressing appreciation 
for their friendship. That became a 
ritual in their lives. 

Samuel Johnson, known as the last 
literary dictator of England, suggest¬ 
ed that friendships should be kept 
in constant repair. At the end of an 
old year and the beginning of a new 
year, this came become a top priority 
for my friends. A good way to keep 
friendships in repair is to remember 
cherished individuals and intention¬ 
ally expresses appreciation to them 
for their friendship.

A day of horror in 
Stanton that rocked the 
Powell County communi¬ 
ty has turned even more 
tragic.

A police chase 
ensued in which an officer 
fired shots at Derickson 
as his truck came toward 
the officer. Derickson, nor 
anyone else, was injured.

Powell uncommitted 
in May Primary 

It may have come as a 
shock to some Democrats. 
In the May Primary 
President Barak Obama 
did not fare too well 
in Kentucky. But more 
importantly he did not do 
well in counties that are 
considered Democratic 
strongholds like Powell. 

Powell’s Democratic 
primary results gave 
“Uncommitted” a 233-166 
victory over the president. 
In fact, President Obama 
only won in two precincts. 
Those were Stanton #2 
(17-11) and Slade #11 
(7-3). It was dead even, 
16-16, in Precinct #11 at 
Stanton #10. 

Meanwhile in the 
Republican Presidential 
Primary, front-runner 
Mitt Romney took the 
Powell vote. Romney 
gathered 116 votes as Ron 
Paul came in second with 
27. Former candidates 
Rick Santorum picked 
up 18, former Speaker of 
the House Newt Gingrich 
pulled in 13 and “uncom¬ 
mitted” rolled up six 
votes. 


The Powell County 
Pirates baseball team, a 
regional favorite all sea¬ 
son, completed a near 
perfect run in region 
play this season by cap¬ 
turing the 14th Regional 
Championship in impres¬ 
sive fashion. 

Coming off of a shock¬ 
ing 8-2 defeat in the 56th 
District Finals against 
archrival Estill County, 
the Pirates got back to the 
goal they had set since 
falling in the first round 
of the regional tourna¬ 
ment last year. Make it to 
the state tournament. 

Powell beat Breathitt 
5-3 in the region’s first 
round of play. Then topped 
last year’s champion, 
Letcher Central, 4-1. 

The championship 
game was a rematch of 
the district finals. 

But this time Powell 
left no doubt as to whom 
the champion was. Powell 
exploded for a 10-2 vic¬ 
tory and earned a trip 
to the Whitaker Bank 
Ballpark in Lexington 
for the KHSAA State 
Baseball Tournament. 

Powell entered the 
state tournament with a 
30-11 record. They were 
17-1 in region play. It was 
Powell’s third regional 
baseball championship 
and the second for Powell 
Head Coach Chris Varney. 
Powell’s first title came 
in 1977 when Charlie 
Childers was the coach. 
Varney captured a title 
in 2006 when his team 
beat Leslie County 5-4. In 
those years the regional 
winners played in a sec¬ 
tional tournament before 
the final eight teams 
made it to the state tour¬ 
nament. The new format 
began in 2010. However 
this year all 16 region 
winners met in Lexington 
to play in the state tour¬ 
nament. 

The Pirates fell in the 
first round of the state 
tournament to Woodford 
County and their ace 
pitcher, Clinton Hollon.

Stanton Nursing 
Center under new 
management 

The parent company of 
the Stanton Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Center 
will no longer be run¬ 
ning the 81 bed facility. 
That was announced by 
Extendicare Real Estate 
Investment Trust, who 
owns Extendicare Health 
Services, Inc. (EHSI). The 
company has leased all 
21 of their facilities in 
Kentucky, including the 
one in Stanton and in 
Irvine, to a third-party 
long term care opera¬ 
tor. The new company is 
reportedly from Texas, 
but the company has not 
been named. 

The lease is reportedly 
for 10 years with two five 
year extensions possible 
if the new company wish¬ 
es to go with the option. 
However, the new opera¬ 
tors could opt to purchase 
all 21 centers at any time 
during the initial 10 year 
term. 

The Stanton Nursing 
Center has been a main¬ 
stay in long-term skilled 
nursing care since 1975. 
According to the most 
recent licensure applica¬ 
tion by Extendicare, the 
company took over the 
Stanton facility in 1985.

Limited 
sewer tap-on and sewer 
extensionbans were levied 
by the Commonwealth’s 
Energy and Environment 
Cabinet. Residential 
and especially economic 
growth almost came to a 
standstill. 

The project is estimat¬ 
ed to cost $13.1 million. 
“It will include a sewer 
plant that will have a 
capacity of twice the 
combined capacity of the 
two existing treatment 
plants and would permit 
the resumption of growth 
and economic expansion,” 
Don Hassell, the former 
interim manager of the 
RRWA told the crowd at 
the Powell County Middle 
School. “One new plant 
is better than two new 


plants. They were both 
having the same issues.” 

The plans also call for 
a 12-inch diameter pres¬ 
sure sewer line that will 
run nearly five miles 
between Clay City and 
Stanton. That will enable 
the wastewater from the 
Clay City area to go to 
the new sewer plant.
